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Dear WTA: Hale mail and hate phone calls have been aimed at 
members of the LV minority community over the last three years 
Has there been any success in finding out who is responsible for 
this harassment? Signed, Pro-Minority Activist 
Dear PMA, These letters and calls have been sent to intimidate 
people who support fairness and justice. The person making the 
rude, harassing calls seems to be different from the person who 
writes the lewd and obscene letters. For purposes of clarity, weT 
call them the “Phone Suspect and the “Letter Suspect." We and 
others are still working on finding out who the “Letter Suspect” is. 
But we have been successful in finding out who the “Phone 
Suspect" is, and stopping him. 

The success came because several people all shared 
information. Harassing phone calls had been made to a variety of 
people, usually as a result of an article or letter to the editor in the 
Morning Call. The calls were anonymous and often left on 
answering machines. 

Several years ago Steve Black noticed that a call left on his 
answering machine was similar in content to a letter to the editor 
appearing in the Morning Call. The content included a distinctive 
catch phrase. 

Because Letters to the Editor must be accompanied by a name 
and town address, we were able to find the number and address of 
the “Phone Suspect" in the phone book. We kept this information on 
file and told anyone who received a harassing anti-minority phone 
call that the call may very well be from the “Phone Suspect." 

Finally, someone who had gotten a particularly rude call, got up 
the nerve to call back the number we had provided. They got an 
answering machine, but the low gravelly voice on the machine was 
obviously the same person who had left the harassing message. 
The caller decided to leave the “Phone Suspect" a non threatening 
message - after all, he was just returning the person’s call. While 
doing so, the “Phone Suspect" picked up, and confirmed that he had 
been the anonymous caller. So we’ll now call him the “Phone 
Caller.” 

During a recent series of articles in the Morning Call about pro¬ 
gay Episcopal Churches, Father Patrick Malloy received a 
harassment call from the “Phone Caller.” Father Malloy called the 

“Phone Caller” back and left a message saying: Mr._? Hi, this is 

Father Patrick Malloy of Grace Episcopal Church in Allentown. You 
left a message on my machine and I am just returning your call.” 
Anonymous callers are notorious cowards, so needless to say. the 
“Phone Caller” didn’t call back. So Father Malloy called him a few 
more times again leaving pleasant messages. 

So far, the “Phone Caller,” seems to have stopped calling people. 
Nothing like the light of day to dry up anonymous cowards. If you or 
anyone you know has received anti-minority harassment calls, 
please call Valley Free Press. We will be happy to give you the 
name and phone book number of the “Phone Caller” who has 
already admitted to making these calls. We do not encourage 
anyone to harass him back^But if he calls you, politely calling him 
back at a reasonable hour is only fair. Once the “Phone Caller" 
knows that you know who he is. he will stop calling you. and will 
probably be even less likely to harass other people.

It is hard to spot the fakes, especially 
when they have a great sassy haircut, but if something seems 
too good to be true, it usually is. 

The same goes for ads that appeal to our desire to make big 
bucks fast, lose weight, or avoid the taxes that everyone else 
seems to be paying. Since the Federal Trade Commission, 
which is supposed to monitor "fraudulent claims," hasn't been 
very effective in stopping the phonies (did anyone else try Dream 
Away - the all-natural supplement that melted the pounds away 
while you slept?), I am sharing a short list of ads I've received via 
email that will surely break our wallets and almost guarantee a 
come-visit-us-soon letter from the IRS. 

Get Rich In Your Spare Time! Did you know you could "earn 
$200,000 a year working part-time"? Not true, unless you 
happen to be a corporate board member. You may have noticed 
these companies collect hefty up-front fees before sending you 
any details. That’s your first clue to steer clear. 

Incorporate Yourself! Reduce your taxes, protect your assets, 
get new credit, and hide money from lawsuits! What's more, you 
can subsidize your personal expenses by running them through 
your corporation and deduct them on your taxes! WRONG! Only 
legitimate businesses can incorporate, but there are plenty of 
seminars around that will suggest you attend a seminar and 
hand over hundreds of dollars. If you need to hide assets from 
creditors, you have bigger problems. If you really want to 
incorporate, speak to your attorney and financial planner and 
find out how to do it legitimately or to discuss whether it is 
appropriate. 

Donate Your Car To Charity and Make $$$! Sadly, little 
money actually winds up in charitable hands: fraud experts say 
less than 30 percent of a car's value ever goes to the supposed 
charities. 

Fake credit-repair clinics pop up all the 
time and love the Internet to lure in new people in dire financial 
straits. I'll bet your email in-box has one in it right now! Any 
company that suggests you can erase true, negative items from 
your credit report should also be telling you that you'd be 
committing fraud. For real help with your debt, try MyVista, a 
recommended debt relief expert endorsed by Kliplingers and 
Forbes. They also claim to be gay-friendly. 

Guaranteed 16% Returns!! Want to see what a real 
guaranteed return looks like? Check into the interest on a one- 
year Treasury bill. Anything higher and the investor is taking 
some kind of risk. Double-digit "guaranteed” or "safe" returns on 
an investment in this market are, to be sure, a scam.

2003 IN REVIEW 




Was 2003 a good year for gay folks? Being an “ 
optimist I always see the glass as half full. (Did I 
drink half of my cocktail already?) The events 
highlighted here show that it was a banner year for the gay world. 

Gains were made on the legal field. Slowly but surely courts 
throughout North America are recognizing that centuries of bias 
and prejudice relating to the GLBT community should finally end. 
In June, the US Supreme Court in Lawrence V. Texas correctly 
decided that consenual gay sex is not a criminal offense. Then in 
November, the Supreme Court of Massachusetts approved the 
concept of same-sex marriage and have given the state legislature 
a deadline to change the law. Also north of the border. Ontario and 
British Columbia, two Canadian provinces, have agreed to 
legalize same-sex marriage. 

In the sphere of organized religion, advances were made also. In 
November, Gene Robinson was consecrated in New Hampshire 
as the first openly gay Episcopal bishop. Some have predicted 
this will lead to a schism in the Episcopal denomination, but at the 
time of this writing a split has not happened. I predict the Episcopal 
Church will actually grow stronger because of this move. 

Culturally, gay folks scored big time. Queer Eye for the Straight 
Guy was the most talked about show this summer, as Angels in 
America has also received much coverage this winter. I am also 
reminded of how queers captured the bulk of the 2003 Tony 
awards. If you watched the ceremony this year you saw the live 
same sex kiss, when Scott Wittman and Marc Shaiman won for 
best original score (music and lyrics) for Hairspray. 

Already 2004 looks to be a promising year. On January 1st, the 
General Electric Company will add domestic partner benefits to its 
union contracts. Seven of the top Fortune ten companies value 
their gay and lesbian employees. That all this is happening during 
George W. Bush’s conservative administration makes it even 
more momentous. The glass is half full and I need a refill. 


NEWATOWN HEALTH BUREAU HOURS 


The Allentown Health Bureau will be changing the hours for the 
Sexually Transmitted Disease treatment services. Effective 
December 22, AHB will implement a Blood Testing Clinic on 
Mondays from 9:30am-10:30am. No appointment necessary, HIV 
testing, syphilis testing, Hep C antibody testing (for those who 
qualify) and immunization (HepA vaccine, Hep B vaccine, Twinrix) 
will be offered. Effective 1/6/04 full STD work-ups (gonorrhea and 
chlamydia screening along with the blood draws) will be offered on 
a walk-in basis every Tuesday from 1 -5pm. There will no longer be 
a Wednesday evening clinic at AHB. _

ALLENTOWN 5 ANTI-DISCRIMINATION LAW 

All Together Now has signed onto the statement of anti- 
discrimination on the back of the Valley Free Press. A number of 
businesses and organizations have also signed onto the brief that 
pro-diversity lawyers have filed in support of Allentown’s anti- 
discrimination ordinance. At the time the brief was filed these 
groups include: Air Products, PPL, Steven and Johnson, Perlis 
Montessori School, All Together Now, Grace Episcopal Church, 
MCCLV, AIDS Outreach, LV Community Action Committee, 
GLSEN, LEPOCO, Puerto Rican Cultural Alliance, Alliance for 
Sustainable Communities, Turing Point, State Rep. Jennifer 
Mann, ACLU-PA, The Center for Gay and Lesbian Civil Rights, 
Eastern PA PFLAG, Penn Alliance for Democracy, PA-GALA, PA- 
NOW, SPARC, Valley Free Press, Student Mobilization Project. 
Because this is an Allentown issue, most of these groups either are 
in Allentown, or are state-wide organizations. 
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VALLEY FREt PRESS HONORS 2003 

Let's honor some of the people right here in 
I the Lehigh Valley who have succeeded in 
[making positive civil rights changes for the 
I local GLBT community. (Groups and 
1 individuals are listed in alphabetical order) 

All Together Now -- lead by several people including Jim 
Palmquist, Erin Puffenberger and Rachel Thompson, 
encouraged local mainstream Christian churches to be more 
inclusive of GLBT people. Juggling media and public relations, 
All Together Now pulled together a large inclusive service in 
| November at the Wesley Church in Bethlehem. 

Dan Anders of the law firm Pepper Hamilton LLP -- has 
| been the lead attorney helping to ensure the retention of 
Allentown’s anti-discrimination ordinance since it was first 
threatened by referendum petition last year. Dan continues to 
put in countless hours, now fighting the lawsuit threatening the 
City’s law. The Lehigh Valley GLBT community is lucky to be 
I able to count Dan Anders as our friend and supporter. Other 
law firms and attorneys who are also supporting Allentown’s 
anti-discrimination are: Malcolm Gross and John Gross, of 
Gross, McKinley, Lebarre, and Eaton; Edward N. Cahn of 
Blank Rome LLP; Edward M. Posner, Mary Catherine 
Roper, and Viktoriya Meyerov of Drinker Biddle & Reath 
LLP; Cynthia L. Schneider and Stacey Sobel of the Center 
for Lesbian and Gay Civil Rights; Lawrence E. Frankel of 
the American Civil Liberties Union/PA. and many others. 

David Ball and Tim Hare - worked with PA-GALA and on 
their own to talk to Easton candidates and local voters in 
support of GLBT civil rights in Easton. The election of several 
fair minded supportive candidates, including Mayor Phil 
Mittman, were influenced by information that David and Tim 
helped to provide. When GLBT people have legal rights in 
Eastonthat success may ultimately trace back to their work. 

Donna Crucianl - founded and is President of GLOW at 
PPL. Pro-GLBT policies and PPL signing onto the brief 
supporting the Allentown Anti-Discrimination Ordinance stem 
from GLOW and the supportive people working at all levels of 
PPL. 

Air Products and Chemicals and GLEE- Air Products, 
also signed onto the brief supporting the anti-discrimination 
ordinance of Allentown. GLEE members helped to ensure this 
support. 

Carson Kressley - Queer Eye favorite son has supported 
the LV GLBT community by generously attending Pride and 
Queer film festival events and showing local GLBT youth that 
I being yourself is the road to success. Carson’s generosity 
goes far beyond a few public appearances. We all agree 
Carson... you’re the best one! 

Steve Glassman - was appointed this year by Gov. Rendell 
to be head of the State Human Relations Commission. Steve 
I continues to work everyday, both publicly and behind the 
scenes to ensure all minority and disenfranchised people in PA 
are treated fairly. 

Gwen Greenberg - Gwen came out just about as publicly 
[ as any GLBT person could. Allowing a reporter into her life for a 
two page article, was a brave and selfless act which educated 
tens of thousands of people. That, after bringing a public 
lawsuit against her employer for anti-transgender and anti¬ 
gender discrimination, will help protect others that come along 
after her. Gwen does not have to blaze this trail. She is doing it 
because it is the right thing to do. 

James Halleman - James aided a transgender person in a 
fight against institutionalized discrimination and won on a 
variety of levels. His efforts not only got someone’s life back on 
track, but educated a number of organizations and businesses 
as to what is right and fair. 
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ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE COMMIT 


COMMUNITY - 



Patrick Malloy - As an openly gay Episcopal Priest, 

Father Malloy found himself the constant Lehigh 
Valley spokesperson with regard to the consecration 
of Bishop Gene Robinson. 

MCC - When the Metropolitan Community 
Church of the Lehigh Valley dedicated its new worship space. Their 
effort to include a variety of people in the celebration forged a strong 
bound with the Puerto Rican Cultural Committee, which along with 
many other organizations signed on to the brief in support of 
Allentown’s anti-discrimintion law. Also MCC’s 2003 Freedom to 
Marry Day Celebration included actual same-sex marriage 
ceremonies replayed on TV news. MCC also staged a public 
demonstration at the Northampton County Court House against the 
lack of equal marriage rights for same-sex couples. 

PA-GALA - was perhaps the only GLBT voter organization in the 
country which produced questionnaires to send to state-wide 
candidates for judge. GLBT organizations all over the US contacted 
PA-GALA for its questionnaire model. Pennsylvania GLBT citizens 
were more likely to make informed decisions on judge candidates due 
to the 15,000 piece state-wide voter guide mailing sent out by PA- 
GALA. 

Sue Sneeringer - created the play Bricks and brought together 
several community organizations and hundreds of people to not only 
view the play but use the occasion to meet and speak with candidates 
for public office. 

Rachel Thompson - even though Rachel suffered a serious traffic 
accident this year, she continued her work as an activist, working with 
All Together Now, and writing constantly to local media with 
information on important GLBT civil rights issues. 

Charles Versaggi - ran for Allentown School Board as an openly 
gay candidate. He was maligned by anti-gay bigots who were funded 
by a state-wide far right organization. They sent out mailings attacking 
him solely because he is a gay man. He stood his ground, and he won 
anyway. 

Gail Hoover - even though she was not running for office this year, 
anti-minority candidates attacked Gail primarily because of the work 
she has done to support the GLBT community. It is quite clear that if 
Gail were not gay, she would not have been the target of these attacks. 

Honorable Mention: All the people who supported the nomination 
of Don and Melinda Kohn for the Human Relations Commission 
Award, and Don and Melinda themselves for their strong speech at the 
HRC Banquet. And, to everyone who has done activist work or 
written pro-tolerance letters to the editor - thanks for your efforts. 
Some of these people have received horrible hate mail in response to 
their efforts, but they bravely continue to speak out for equality. 

In 2003, the Valley Free Press itself has had several important 
successes: These include: The Who’s Who directory of 77 GLBTA 
leaders of the community; Research on insurance companies that will 
provide domestic partnership benefits to small businesses; The estate 
planning presentation with Jerry Snyder in conjunction with MCC; A 
successful effort along with a VFP reader to overturn censorship of 
gay information at the library; And successful encouragement of the 
local Dominoes Franchise to create an anti-discrimination policy that 
includes sexual orientation and gender identity. This is VFP’s 60th 
issue, which means over 60.000 Valley Free Press editions have been 
printed and circulated. 

Finally, let’s be sure to commend everyone of the local LV GLBTA 
groups that work everyday for the good of our community. Over 
30 local organizations, 99% of which are run by volunteers, do 
amazing wonderlul things everyday. Every organization mentioned in 
this paper all year long deserves our respect and support. Here's to all 
of you! _
